4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 6 
and 26-34 are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art fails to teach 
the claim combination. In combination with other limitations of the claim, the prior art 
fails to teach in part of combination of wherein the plurality of data items includes a foot 
length of the customer, a foot girth of the customer and a difference between lengths of 
a first and second toes of the customer, wherein the shoe shape selected has a larger 
shoe length size as the difference between the lengths of the first and second toes of 
the customer increases (claim 16); in combination with other limitations of the claim, the

prior art fails to teach in part of combination of wherein the plurality of data items include 
a foot length of the customer, a foot girth of the customer and a first toe height ratio of 
the customer, wherein the shoe shape selected has a larger shoe length size as the first 
toe height ratio of the customer increases (claim 30).
